Applicants  for  admission  into  tho  Ep.esiiuax  Class  are  reouircd 
to  sustain  an  approved  examination  on  the  Grammars  of  the  English, 
Greek  and  Latin  Languages;  Latin  Prosody;  Andrews' or  Arnold's 
Exercises;  Caesar's  Commentaries;  Ovid's  Metamorphoses ;  Virgil's 
Bucolics,  and  six  Bo  »ks  of  his  fEneid  ;  Sallusfc;  St.  John's  Gosocl 
and  the  Acts  in  tho  Greek  Testament;  Gr.eea  Minora,  or  Greek 
Reader  ;  Arithmetic  ;  Algebra,  through  equations  of  the  first  degree  ; 
Ancient  and  Modern  Geography. 

Applicants  for  a  more  advanced  standing  -w* III  he  examined  on  all 
the  studies  already  pursued  by  the  class  tlmv  wish  to  join. 

The  Instructors  in  the  Greek,  Latin,  and  Mathematical  Departments 
have  to  complain  that  the  applicants  for  admission  are  too  often 
deficient  in  some  of  their  preparatory  studies.  There  seems  to  ho 
a  disposition  abroad  to  diminish  the  very  limited  amount  of  reading 
that  is  now  required  in  Greek  and  Latin.  There  is  also  a  hick  of 
due  preparation  in  the  Grammars,  laosody,  and  Construction  of 
these  Languages,  in  Grecian  and  Roman  Antiquities,  and  especially 
in  Ancient  and  Madcrn  Geography.  In  the  Mathematics  more  time 
and  practice  should  be  devoted  to  problems  v.dicroin  the  various  rules 
of  Arithmetic  arc  involved  with,  more  or  less  complexity.  Unless 
these  suggestions  are  regarded,  Students  will  be  unable  to  secure  the 
peculiar  advantages  of  an  education  at  the  Universilj-.  For  the 
Instructors,  instead  of  adopting  such  exercises  as  will  mature  the 
taste  and  scholarship  of  their  pupils,  will  be  obliged  to  return  to 
the  drilling  of  the  Grammar  School  without  its  advantages  for 
ensuring  success. 

To  the  teachers  who  are  laboring  to  promote  Classical  and  Mathe- 
matical learning  by  thorough  elementary  instruction  we  are  already 
much  indebted.  We  trust  that  our  obligations  to  them  will  bo  still 
further  increased,  for  on  their  efforts  we  must  in  a  great  measure 
depend  for  success  in  elevating  the  standard  of  Scholarship  at  the 
University.

The  Junior  Class  directs  its  attention  to  the  Tragedies  of 
Sophocles,  and  to  Browne's  Greek  Classical  Literature. 

The  Sophomore  Class  during  the  first  term  is  occupied  with 
the  Iliad  of  Homer  and  Select  Orations  of  Demosthenes,  and 
during  the  second  with  the  History  of  the  Peloponnesian  War 
by  Thucydidcs.

the  second  is  devoted  to  Yirgil's  Georgics  and  Cicero's  Orations. 

The  Sophomore  Class  reads  in  the  first  term  the  Odes  and 
Epodes  of  Horace,  and  in  the  second  the  Satires  and  Epistles  of 
Horace  and  Cicero  on  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul. 

The  Junior  Class  is  employed  during  the  first  term  upon  the 
Satires  of  Juvenal  and  the  Histories  of  Tacitus,  and  during  the 
second  upon  Cicero's  Brutus. 

The  recitations  of  the  Senior  Class  are  devoted  to  Cicero  de  Officiis. 

The  Text-Books  in  History  are  Liddell's  History  of  Rome  and 
Gibbon's  Abridgment.

The  Sophomore  and  Junior  Classes  have  each  two  recitations 
a  week  in  French  during  their  respective  years,  and  the  Seniors 
four  in  German  during  their  second  session.  Volunteer  Classes 
are  taught    Spanish  and  Italian  in   the  Senior  year.

The  Freshman  Class  recites  twice  a  week  throughout  the 
year ;  the  first  term  is  devoted  to  English  Grammar,  the  second, 
to  the  elements  of  Rhetoric.

Rhetoric. 

Original  Essays  are  required  of  the  Sophomore  Class  once  in 
every  three  weeks. 

The  Junior  Class  studies  Psychology,  Logic  and  Rhetoric. 
The  method  of  instruction  is  by  lectures  and  text-books,  with 
examinations  (oral  and  written),  and  theses  by  the  members  of 
the  Class  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course.  Recitations 
three  times  a  week.

To  these  lectures 
such  Partial  Course  Students  and  Students  in  the  Scientific  School 
as  can  profit  by  them  may  have  admission  by  applying  to  the 
Professors.

DEPARTMENT    OF 

CHEMISTRY,  MINERALOGY   AND   GEOLOGY. 
WILLIAM  J.  MAKTIN,  A.  M.,  Professor. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  to  the  Senior  Class 
by  means  of  lectures  and  Text-Book  recitations.  There  are  four 
lectures  and  four  recitations  each  week  during  the  year.  The 
first  term  is  occupied  with  Chemistry,  and  the  second  with  Min- 
eralogy and  Geology. 

The  Department  is  supplied  with  a  good  stock  of  Chemicals 
and  Chemical  apparatus,  and  these  are  used  throughout  the 
course  not  only  to  illustrate  particular  facts,  but  especially  to 
throw  light  upon  the  general  laws  of  Chemistry.  Similar  use  is 
made  of  the  Minerals  and  Fossils,  which  are  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  Students,  who  are  thus  enabled  to  become  familiar  with 
them  by  critical  inspection. 

In  all  the  subjects  of  the  course  constant  effort  is  made  to 
teach  thoroughly  the  general  principles  of  the  sciences,  to  dis- 
cipline the  reasoning  powers,  to  cultivate  habits  of  close  observa- 
tion, to  teach  the  best  methods  of  investigation,  to  lay  such  a 
foundation  for  high  scientific  attainments  that  the  Student  may, 
if  he  desires  it,  subsequently  build  upon  it  with  success,  and 
withal  to  kindle  enough  enthusiasm  in  some  at  least  of  every 
class  to  induce  them  afterwards  to  prosecute  scientific  studies  for 
themselves. 

The  Text-Books  used  are  Draper's  Chemistry;  Dana's  Manual 
of  Mineralogy ;  Hitchcock's  Elementary  Geology,  and  Emmons' 
Manual  of  Geology. 
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MORAL  PHILOSOPHY,  POLITICAL  ECONOMY, 
MODERN    HISTORY, 

INTERNATIONAL   &   CONSTITUTIONAL  LAW. 

Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  by  the  President  to  the 
Senior  Class  three  clays  (five  recitations)  every  week  in  the  Col- 
legiate year. 

Political  Economy  and  Modern  History  receive  attention  during 
the  first  term. — The  Sunday  Recitations  throughout  the  year  are 
devoted  to  the  Old  Testament  and  Moral  Science  ;  and  in  addi- 
tion, the  recitations  on  Monday  afternoon  of  the  second  term  are 
ordinarily  assigned  to  the  latter  study. 

The  Test-Books  are: — The  Eible,  Butler's  Analogy,  Way-land's 
Political  Economy,  Shepard's  Constitutional  Test-Book,  and  the 
first  volume  of  Kent's  Commentaries  on  American  Law. 

No  portion  of  the  Test-Books,  (except  the  Bible,  instruction 
in  which  is  confined  to  the  Pentateuch),  is  omitted,  but  the 
-whole  is  carefully  recited,  subsequently  reviewed,  and  each 
member  of  the  class  separately  and  rigidly  examined  on  the  en- 
tire system. 

Oral  lectures  are  given  whenever,  in  the  opinion,  of  the  In- 
structor, they  are  calculated  to  promote  the  improvement  of  the 
class:  and  towards  the  close  of  the  second  term,  a  regular  course 
is  delivered  on  the  History  of  Constitutional  Law,  presenting  an 
analytical  review,  in  chronological  order,  of  the  Magna  Charta 
of  King  John,  the  Petition  of  Right,  the  Charters  of  Carolina, 
the  Fundamental  Constitutions,  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,  the  Bill 
of  Rights,  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  Articles  of  Con- 
federation, the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  Great  Britain,  and  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.

The  Scientific  Students  are  candidates  either  for  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  for  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  The  for- 
mer are  such  members  of  the  Senior  Class  as  are  permitted  to 
substitute  studies  in  this  School,  for  the  Ancient  Languages  dur- 
ing their  first  term,  or  for  the  Ancient  Languages  and  Interna- 
tional and  Constitutional  Law  during  their  second  term.  If  these 
Students  spend  a  fifth  year  at  the  University,  they  may  obtain 
the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
may  be  conferred  upon  those  who  devote  their  time  chiefly  to 
the  studies  prescribed  in  the  Scientific  School.      This  course  will 
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generally  require  an  attendance  of  two  years  and  a  half.  But, 
as  is  usual,  in  beginning  his  labors  any  such  Student  will  be 
admitted  to  the  standing  for  which  he  is  qualified  by  his  ac- 
quisitions. 

The  instructions  afforded  in  the  Departments  of  the  School  are 
intended  to  prepare  young  men  for  professional  life  as  Artizans, 
Engineers,  Farmers,  Miners  and  Physicians.  The  Students  will 
have  frequent  opportunities  for  the  practice  of  the  rules  of  their 
professions.  But  their  attention  will  rather  be  directed  to  the 
obtaining  of  a  familiar  acquaintance  with  the  theories  and  prin- 
ciples by  which  the  Science  of  the  day  most  vigorously  advances 
the  arts  of  Civilization. 

The  Scientific  Students  will  be  subject  to  the  general  oversight 
and  discipline  of  the  Faculty  of  the  University.  Their  attendance 
on  Becitations,  Prayers,  Public  Worship,  &c,  is  expected  to  be 
as  punctual,  and  their  responsibility  to  all  the  laws  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  be  as  complete  as  that  of  the  Students  in  the  Academ- 
ical Departments.

DEPARTMENT    OF    CIVIL   ENGINEERING. 
REV  CHARLES  PHILLIPS,  A.  M.,  Professor. 

Applicants  for  admission  into  this  Department  will  bo  expect- 
ed to  manifest  great  familiarity  with  the  various  processes  in 
Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  and  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigo- 
nometry, together  with  their  applications  in  Surveying,  Naviga- 
tion, Heights  and  Distances.  These  preliminary  acquisitions  are 
indispensable.  At  present  the  studies  in  this  department  are 
arranged  as  follows : 


FIE ST     YEAR 

Analyical  Geometry  ;  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus ;  Davies' 
Descriptive  Geometry ;    Davies'  Shades  and  Shadows. 


SECOND      YEAR 

Smith's  Mechanics ;  Malic.n's  Civil  Engineering ;  Gillespie  on 
Roads  and  Railways;  Trautwine,  Borden,  or  Long,  &c,  on 
Geodesy  and  Earth  Works. 

THIRD     YEAR 

Applications  of  Science  to  various  constructive  Arts ;  Reviews 
of  previous  studies. 

Mechanical,  Topographical  and  Arichitoctural  Drawing,  both 
plain  and  isometrical  will  be  taught  throughout  the  whole  course. 
The  theories  involved  in  the  construction  and  adjustment  of  in- 
struments, together  with  their  uses  in  the  field,  and  exercises  in 
the  resulting  computations  will  be  attended  to  in  their  proper 
seasons.  Besides  the  studies  peculiar  to  this  Department,  its 
pupils  will  pursue  such  in  Analytical  Chemistry,  and  in  the 
Academical  Departments  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  ends  they 
have  in  view. 
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DEPARTMENT    FOR    THE 
APPLICATION     OF     GHEMISTEY 

TO 

AGRICULTURE    AND     THE    ARTS. 
JOHN  KIMBERLY,  A.  M.,  Professor. 

Students  in  this  Department  will  receive  instruction  in  Ana- 
lytical Chemistry",  and  its  application  to  the  analysis  of  soils  and 
manures,  the  assaying  of  ores  and  minerals,  the  analysis  of  min- 
eral waters,  and  the  testing  of  drugs  and  medicines.  An  Ana- 
lytical Laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  in  one  of  the  buildings  of 
the  University,  and  will  be  open  for  students  every  day  in  the 
week,  during  each  term,  so  that  those  who  desire  it  it  may  oc- 
cupy all  their  time  in  performing  the  various  operations  in 
practical   Chemistry. 

Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  Chemistry  of  Agri- 
culture, by  recitations  as  well  as  lectures,  during  each  term 
of  the   course. 

The  Text-Books  for  reading  and  reference  are :  "Will's  Out- 
lines of  Chemical  Analysis ;  Rose's  Analytical  Chemistry ; 
Regnault's  Chemistry ;  Plattner's  testing  with  the  Blowpipe ; 
Bowman's  Medical  Chemistry :  Presenilis'  Qualitative  and  Quan- 
titative Analysis,  and  Gregory's  Handbook  of  Organic  Chemistry. 

The  charge  for  laboratory  supplies  for  the  students  taking  the 
course  of  Practical  Chemistry  is  §10  per  session,  payable  with 
the  tuition.  Each  student  is  also  required  to  furnish  his  own 
glassware,   dishes,   crucibles   and   expensive   reagents. 
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LAW     SCHOOL. 

HON.  DAYID  L.  SWAIN.,  LL.D.,  President. 
HON.  WILLIAM  H.  BATTLE,  LL.D.,  Professor. 

This  Department  contains  two  Classes,  of  which  the  first,  called 
the  Independent  Class,  consists  of  such  Students  of  Law  as  have  no 
connection  with  any  of  the  College  Classes ;  and  the  second,  called 
the  College  Class,  of  such  Members  of  College  as  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Faculty  may  he  desirous  of  joining  it. 

The  plan  of  Studies  comprises  Blackstouc's  Commentaries ;  Cruise's 
Digest  of  Deal  Property ;  Fearne  on  Remainders ;  Iredell  on  Exe- 
cutors ;  Stephen  on  Pleading ;  Chitty's  Pleadings  ;  Selwyn's  Nisi 
Prius ;  Smith  on  Contracts;  Greenleaf  on  Evidence,  and  Adams' 
Doctrine  of  Equity  ;  together  with  lectures  on  the  Common  Law  having 
special  reference  to  the  Legislation  and  Judicial  decisions  of  North 
Carolina.  A  complete  course  will  occupy  two  years  for  the  Indpend- 
ent  Class,  at  the  end  of  which,  the  dogreo  of  Bachelor  of  Law  is  con- 
ferred on  such  students  as  by  their  proficiency,  may  bo  entitled  to  it. 

The  Independent  Class  is  called  on  for  recitations  three  times  a 
week.  The  recitations  of  the  College  Class  occur  only  once  a  week,  and 
are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  ordinary  duties  of  College. 

A  Moot  Court  for  the  discussion  of  law  questions,  and  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  practice  of  the  Courts,  will  be  hold  by  the  Professor  at 
such  time  as  the  Students  may  desire  it. 

The  Professor  of  Law  receives  no  salary  from  the  Trustees  of  the 
University;  but  is  entitled  to  demand  from  each  member  of  the 
Independent  Class  fifty  dollars  per  session,  for  the  first  two  sessions 
of  the  course,  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  session  afterwards;  and 
from  each  member  of  the  College  Class  thirty-five  dollars  per  session. 
Any  Student  entering  for  the  whole  course  and  paying  one  hundred 
dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  it  without  further  charge.  The 
sessions  and  vacations  of  this  department,  are  the  same  as  those  of 
the  College,  but  the  Professor  will  give  instructions  during  the 
vacations  to  such  members  of  either  class  as  desire  it,  without  an 
extra  charge. 

The  Professor  of  Law,  and  the  members  of  the  Independent  Class 
are  not  subject  to  any  of  the  ordinary  College  regulations.

To  the  above  items  are  to  be  added  the  expenses  for  clothing  and 
pocket  money,  and  certain  others  incident  to  a  connection  with  the 
two  Literary  Societies.  The  cost  of  the  whole  series  of  Text-Books' 
required  in  the  College  course,  varies  from  $60  to  $70.  The  above 
statement  applies  to  those  only  who  occupy  rooms  in  the  College 
buildings  ;  those  who  lodge  in  the  village  are  subjected  to  an  addi- 
tional expenditure  for  room  rent  and  servant  hire. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Bursar  (Prof.  Fetter,)  to  receive  on  deposit 
the  funds  which  a  Student  may  bring  with  him,  or  which  may  be 
remitted  to  him,  to  disburse  them  in  payment  of  necessary  or  con- 
tingent expenses,  and  to  render  an  account  of  the  same  to  parents 
and  guardians  at  the  close  of  each  session.  The  Laws  of  the  Uni- 
versity require  that  every  Student  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
session,  settle  the  Tuition,  &c,  in  advance ;  and  the  attention  of 
Parents  and  Guardians  is  particularly  directed  to  this  regulation. 

From  what  has  been  mentioned  it  will  be  seen  what  amount  of 
money  is  necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  a  year.  If  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  Trustees  and  the  "Act  concerning  the  University" 
are  strictly  complied  with,  Parents  and  Guardians  may  feel  confident 
that  the  expenses  will  not  exceed  those  enumerated  above.  The 
Faculty  of  the  University  entertains  the  opinion  that,  exclusive  of 
clothing  and  travelling  expenses,  Three  Hundred  and  Twenty-five 
dollars  per  annum  are  amply  sufficient  for  all  necessary  purposes. 

The  Faculty  is  authorised  in  all  cases  where  the  applicant  is  a 
native  of  this  State,  sustains  a  correct  moral  character,  is  believed  to 
possess  good  talents  and  studious  habits,  and  is  unable  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  Tuition  and  Room  Rent,  to  admit  him  free  of  charge 
into  any  class  for  which  he  may  be  prepared.
